Places,and to make the Goſpel Miniſtry therein voidzthis is meerly 
"idle, loofe and licengious, only ſuiting the Irreligious, the Care- 
lefs, the looſe Ranrers and laviſh Tewperizers, who dare not ſtand 
nor appear for Truth in perſecuting times ; and what then is be- 
come of his Spiritual Order he pleads for ?

them to Seft Mrs Form-Builders, Proud and Self- Righteous Pharilees . 
of this People, &&c. Thus the. Serpents ſting and venom appears in 
the Tail of his Work ;, thus he has vented his confulion and envy, . 
like a Babel Builder, againft the Innocent whom .the Lord ſtands . 
by ; one while he is for Order,Government, Form and Uniformity. 
in a Chriſtian Society; another while he is agaialt it and them, who - 
are fſtedfaſt in tbat Chriſtian Order. and Form the Lord has gather--- 
ed them into, and his Preſence and Power ſupports them therein; . 
who are neither for making Rents, Schiſms, nor Seft-Mafters, but 
teſtifie againſt them, in the Name oftheir Lord and Maſter Chri(t 
Jeſus.

Deſcription of its Six Pillars: I - looked for the Hiſtoriographer?s 
Name, but find that concealed in Darkneſs , he being conſcious 
to himſelfit would not abide the Light and that if his Name: had 
been expoſed, then his Folly and - Raſhneſs would have -reflefted: 
upon his Perſon: $0 he has left ns to the old Rule, to know the 
Tree by the Fruits. | ad 
The firſt thing he ſeems to refleft upon is:Railing-Accuſations, 
which in Words he highly explodes, and ſays, -/ts the duty*of Chri- 
ſtians to perform all Offices of Good to their Country, with utmoſt Cha. 
rity, &c. So that we might expect a mighty ſober and charitable 
account of things from this Man by bis beginning ; but alas, the 
Man had not writ much before the Venom of his Spirit appears 
againſt all forts of People differing from his own Sentiments, - and 
lays about him like a Fury, calling one ſort of _ pernicious 
to Church and State; Another ſort Paganiſh, damnable Hereticks, 
void of Conſcience. And in pag. 11. ſpeaks his mind out at onee, 
viz. That its the Magiſtrates duty to puniſh all ſorts of - Diſſenters, from 
the old Conncils aud Canons with the ſame Puniſhment with which they 
puniſh Murderers and Adulterers, and not at all to tolerate them. 

By this-time we ſee what is the ground of his Anger, that makes 
him buſle thus, the Anabaptiſts, Presbyterians, Independents and 
Quakgrs are not hanged a daysfor being fuch ; as Muxderers are 
bur what ſort of Man this is, may eaſily be-gueſt at, and vpen In.
